Us of the loathsome maggot in 

the development of more 
lovely flowers for the gardeners 
of the world constitutes 4 little- 
known phase of the science of 
flower breeding. 

Often in his work the flower 
breeder obtains outstanding, sin- 
gle-plant specimens which give 
promise of becoming sensational, 
new flower creations. This re- 
markable plant individual must be 
protected from contamination 
(cross-pollination) 
flowers. So the breeder encloses 
it, as it grows, in a muslin cage.
